SUBJECT: Revision cf Director of Central 
Intelligence Directives (DCIDs) 


1. This is to comment on your proposed note for 
signature of the DD/NFA recommending to the DDCI that no 
general revision of the DCIDs be undertaken at the present 
time. This Office does not concur in the proposed recom— 
mendation. 


2. The requirement to consider‘’revision of the DCIDs 
originated in October 1979 when the DDCI asked the NFIB 
members to review these regulatory issuances in order to 
suggest any needed changes and updating. We do not under- 
stand the DDCI's request to be one for wholesale revision of 
the DCIDs. Clearly, many charges that are needed are minor. 
For example, several of the DCIDs contain references to 
Executive Order 11905, which was promulgated on 19 February 
1976. In most if not all cases these references should he 
superseded with a reference to Executive Order 12036, which 
was issued 26 January 1978. Other appropriate changes may 
be more substantive in nature. Since most of the DCIDs were 
last revised in May 1976 it is likely that new policy has 
evolved in some of the areas they cover. Any new policy 
statements or decisions of general applicability in these 
areas that are reflected in formal agreements, exchanges of 
letters, or decision memoranda should be incorporated formally 
in the DCIDs. 


3. You have mentioned the intelligence charter legislation 
now pending before Congress as a factor which weighs against 
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overall revision of the DCIDs. We do not agree. Congressional 
action on a full charter this year is unlikely, and those 
elements which might be separated out for early action are 

not likely to be relevant to the DCIDs. In summary, ve 

think the process of reviewing the DCIDs for needed substantive 
revision should go forward. Obviously this will necessitate 
action by Agency and .Community Staff components which have 

the primary interest in or responsibility for each DCID. 

This Office will be glad to assist and advise as needed.
